time of the year by the agricultural 
extension service of the University of 
Arkansas College of Agricullurc. 


Fruit Heat Discussed 


Mr. Cooper said that fruits and vcg- 


.clables, when harvested in the field, 
contained a great deal of field heat 
and that after being harvested thejf 
continued to live for some time by 
breathing or undcrgonig what is com- 
monly called, respiration, which is 
giving off moisture, and in turn causes 
the product to swivel or deteriorate in 
quality. 


Cooling these products down to 40 


degrees or below, if possible, slops 
respiration and prevents further de- 
terioration. This allows a high qual- 
ily product just afler it comes from 
the field or orchard lo be delivered lo 
the market. 


R. -B. Landrum, supervisor, federal 


inspection service, in "discussing the 
grading and,inspection, of fruits and 
vegetables, stated that proper grad- 
ing'and inspection of fruits and veg- 
etables at the shipping point is an- 
other essential to successful marketing.

Blames Local Groups for Politics 
"That way," he said, "you'd simply 


multiply Ihc politics .there might bo 
in WPA by the number of govern- 
mental units you'd turn it back to 
Since, in most slales, it, would go 
back -to townships and cities, you'd 
be multiplying it by 10 or 11 thou- 
sand.

"The Vnlain source of political mani- 


pulation in WPA is in the local relief 
officics and by local poilicians on both 
side's of the fence, Democratic and 
Republican. 


"The argument now is thai, of course 


there's a danger of local politics enter: 
ing inlo Ihe thing if the program if 
turned back lo Ihe slales, bul that the 
federal government could stort of 
supervise il and keep it out. Then, in 
the same: breath, they raise unshirted 
hell because we're in polilics now. If 
you can't keep polilics oul of one or- 
ganization, howiarc you going to keep 
it out of 12,000?" 


Says Purge Has Worked 


Mr. Hunter remarks that consider- 


able tighlening-up in regard to politics 
has taken place since Congress, this 
last winter, ,passed a law making il 
illegal for anyone to promise any- 
body a work relief job as a reward 
for political activity. The bill also 
provided that no one employed in any 
sort of supervisory capacity on the 
work-relief program could continue to 
be active in. politics. 


About 100 administrative employes 


of WPA, who held jobs on county 
political com'm,'ittees, acted as pre- 
cinct chairmen, i or inother ways were 
polilically active, have resigned since 
that law was passed. 


In addition, WPA, has fired 108 fore- 


men supervisors and others who refus- 
ed to give .up political activity. Eight 
political,workers in New Jersey were 
recently dropped from WPA admin- 
istrative rolls, for instance. 


"There've been plenty of commplaint 


that tills robs people of their civil 
right," says Mr. Hunter. "We've even 
been accused of being Fascists. You 
know, there is a nice question about 
civil rights'there. When we'say thai 
.ft^WjP,^. foreman or supervisor can't 
bclong'io a .party county* committee 
or go lo a political convention, we come 
close to depriving him of his civil 
Highta. 


"That of course, is a question for 


Congress and Ihe courts to decide. 
Meanwhile, if it's a .choice between 
leaving that regulation.in or taking 
it out, I say leave it in; it does give 
us some real protection.' ' 


Fears System. Would Vanish 


One 'of Mr. Hunter's primary ob- 


jections to turning the work-relief 
program back to the states is that in 
some cases it might simply mean the 
end of relief. 


"Any grant-in-aid scheme which call 


on the states to put up some money 
would, in many instances, mean no 
relief at all," he says. "In some stale 
no direct relief whatever is given to 
employables. 


'I don't know what would haveihap- 


pened to soYrie of those iinidweslern 
industrial states in last year's depres- 
sion if we'd been operating on a grant- 
in-aid basis. Take Clevland, for ex- 
ample, 


"The WPA rolls there increased 


from 22,000 in December, 1937, to 79,- 
000 in the midsummer of 1938. The 
point is that if there had, at that time, 
been any kind of syslem of federal 
granls based on slale funds there just 
wouldn't have been any relief at all 
in Cleveland."

•Sheriff C. E. Baker issued a warning 


Thursday to stockowners on paved 
highway 67 between Hope and Fulton, 
that they must immediately keep'their 
stock off the highway or face prose- 
cution in court. 


The sheriff said he was receiving 


daily complaints from citizens of 
Hempslcad county and the motoring 
public because livestock was runing 
loose on the highway. 


As many as 20 to 30 head of stock 


has been seen recently in' one herd 
on the highway, Sheriff Baker said. 
This practice is endangering not only 
the lives of motorists, but to livestock 
as well, the sheriff pointed out. 


He said that livestock was being 


turned loose near Fulton and the herd 
was grazing eastward toward Hope 
for a distance of three or four miles. 


Baker said several motorists recent- 


ly had had narrow escapes because of 
the livestock menace on the highway. 


Warning signs are being posted in 


Fulton and at Sprudell. If the live- 
stock is not cleared from the road im- 
'm'ediately and kept up—then the live- 
stock will be picked up and the own- 
ers prosecuted, Sheriff Baker con- 
tinued. • '

* auction pictures is to use a camera 
with fast shutter action-^aud, of 
Bourse, a correspondingly fast lens. 


However, many of us don't have 


fast cameras. So, to take pictures of 
real action, showing fast-moving ob- 
Jecta without blur, we must utilize 
several simple triclct. 


The first trick is -shoot moving 


objects when they are coming al- 
most straight toward or straight 
away from you. An object appears to 
move much slower when receding or 
approaching and, iu'a picture, is less 
likely to blur. 


A second trick—move the 


so that the speeding object is 
centered^ the view finder as you 
sboot. Tliis trick is especte'Jy go.od 
witb bo#U> motorcycles, aaj 


be sharp. Of course, the camera 
mist be moved smoothly and atead- 
ly, and a little practice is necessary. 
You will find that with a little prac- 
tice, pictures taken ia this manner 
are very effective. 


A third trick— snap action during 


momentary pauses. These occur Jn 
most sports. A player is moving rap- 
idly—he halts for just a fraction of 
a second, to turn or change direction 
— and in that split-second you get 
your picture. You must keep alert 
to catch these pauses — but they're 
worth it. 


Take a couple of rolls of film and 


try a few action shots, usiog the 
tricks I've described.
